As has been stated, students acquitted of charges will have their suspensions 


lifted immediately. 


The policy reads:

3. The Registrar will refer the application to the Vice-Principal, Academic a 
and the Dean of Students to decide whether or not the suspension should be 
lifted. 


4. Any such application will be reviewed on an individual basis. All those who 
apply to return to the University will be interviewed personally. 


5. If it is decided that the suspension should be lifted, the student will be re- 
admitted on a conditional basis. Each student must acknowledge in writing before the 
Registrar that any conduct deemed detrimental to the work and purposes of the Uni- 
versity may lead to renewed suspension or to expulsion. 


6. The Registrar will communicate the decision of the University to the students, 
and make arrangements for each student to appear before him and sign the above 
undertaking. 


Us The juveniles who appeared before the Social Welfare Court last year may now 


apply for readmission. They will be readmitted on the conditional basis outlined 
above. : 
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
